Dr. Andrew 
Lillienshield, a- druggist at 389 Manhattan 
avenue, said: ‘Dr. Gallagher bought con- 
siderable quantities of nitric and sulphuric 
acid of me in gallon bottles. He said he 
wanted 

TO USE IT IN EXPERIMENTS. 
He bought of me at different times various 
other chemicals not commonly used in the 
practice of medicine. He bought large quan- 
tities of glycerine of another druggist whose 
name it would not be proper tor me to 
give. He purchased of me two rubber bags, 
but these may have been used in Ris prac- 
tice.”’ 

“Inquire of Mr. Burke, the druggist at 
Manhattan avenue and Eel street,”” saida 
well-known citizen of Greeupoint. ‘Mr.

name inside. He said he was going to In- 
diana to settle up an estate which had been 
for a long time in litigation. 

“It is necessary,” he said, “for me to be 
on the ground myself.” 

A neighbor of Dr. Gallagher says that a 
man of about forty-five years, whom he su 
posed to be Dr. Gallagher’s brother, lived in 
the family for a long time, cared for Galla- 
sher’s horse and acted as driver for him on 
bis professional visits. ‘This is now believed 
to have been his brother Bernard, who is 
under arrest in London. A member of the 
Emerald Club told the following story to a 
reporter: : 

“I know Lynch. His story is true. He is 
a youbg man about twenty-five years of age. 
He lived in Brooklyn and attended the meet- 
ings of the club about once amontb. When 
there was any important business-on hand 
there were sometimes as Many as 200 mem- 
bers present. ‘The men were known by 
numbers. 

THE EMERALD CLUB 

is only one of over a hundred similar clubs 
throughout the country, and they all work in 
unison, although they have notthe same 
name. They are simply subsidiary clubs of the 
Clan Na Gail Soeiety and spring from it. Dr. 
Gallagher was an affiliated and not a regular 
member of the Emerald Club. He belonged 
to the Williamsburg Club, the name of which 
] have forgotten. rnard Gallagher is his 
brother. Lhe clubs are governed by execu- 
tive committees who select the men to go on 
missions. John Devoy was formerly on the 
executive committee of the Emerald Club. 
Dr. Gallagher was not an officer, but was 
simpiy a maker of the material. There was 
a splitin the club about five years ago, and 
Mijes O’Brien and a number of others went 
outand joined the Land Leaguers. They 
were opposed to the dynamite policy. Trou- 
ble has continued in the club through the 
ambition of Devoy, the Breslius and others,

His eyes were weak and he wore glasses, 
Mr. Stillwagen says he met this Lynch a 
month ago and Lynch said he was going to 
Newark to get work. No other Merritt is a 
coach builder in Brooklyn. ‘There are 
three Bennetts who are wagon-makers. 
None of them have employed a man named 
Lynch lately. Wm. Norman bought a 
steerage ticket, No. '2,938: on March 9, and 
sailed on the National Line steamer Spain 
on the 10th.

CURIOUS SUICIDE, 


A Sixteen-Year-Old Girl Takes Strych- 
nine and Dies Suddenly. 


WARRENTON, GA., April 20.—The death of 
Miss Josie Hill, the beautiful 16-year-old 
daughter of J. D. Hill, at Smith’s Station, 
Alabama, while an a visit to the family of 
her uncle in Warren county, Ga., proved to 
pet of suicide from strychnine. Miss 
Hill ha@ been with them four months and 
was the center of a gay circle of friends, 
comprising the leading people of the sur- 
rounding country. On Sunday night, with 
her cousin, Miss Alice Hill, she retired at an 
early hour, carrying with her a tumbler of 
water, along with which she had prepared 
some pills, and placed them on 
“4 table beside her bed. 


She placed the pills in her mouth, one b 
one, and, rubbing her hand down her throat, 
said, “They are gone.”” ‘Then she asked her 
cousin, Miss Alice, to sing ‘““Nearer, My God, 
to Thee.’’ Miss Alice sang the first verse 
for her and Miss Josie finished it. Nextshe 
requested Miss Alice to sing “Just as I am, 
without one plea; Oh, Lamb of God, I come.”’ 
She was heard to sing that. When she put 
out the light she sppenses to drink what was 
in the tumbler. Miss Alice 
DROPPED OFF TO 8LEEP 
awhile and was wakened by calls from Miss 
Josie, saying: ‘“‘Do, cousin, get up and give 
me some oil and turpentine, lam in so much 
ain and agony! Make haste or I'll be dead.”’ 
She commenced to have spasms and by the 
time her uncle and aunt and Miss Alice could 
assist her she was having spasm after spasm. 
“Oh!” she explained, “do, aunt, help. me! 
Oh, God, save! Oh, Jesus, save me! Oh, 
dear mother and father, come 
to your child’s_ relifs!”’ Then. she 
died. Mrs, Hill, the girl’s aunt, says: ‘Not 
long since she asked curious questions about 
some strychnine that wasin the clock. She 
asxed could it kill folks, and how much it 
would take to killa person. This morning 
two little powders were found, one in the 
fire pJace and the other in hertrunk. ‘There 
was butlittle left in the paper in the fire- 
lace, but it proved to be strychnine. She 
fad repeatedly told Alice that if it was not 
for the fear of being lost she would commit 
suicide.”’ She would not preserve 
any of her letters received from home, 
but read them twice and then 
tore them up. She hadfjust received a letter 
from her mother and one from a gentleman 
in Florida. The letters were re by her 
relatives, but there was noth in them 
bearing on the subject. She w to her 
mother and also to a young lady in Alabama, 
and was solicitous about the letters being 
mailed in time. Her reasons for suicide are 
shrouded in mystery. She was beautiful, of 
amiable disposition, dignified, intelligent and 
greatly admired. 


Jefferson City Jottings. 

Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON C1Ty, April 19.—Since the ad- 
journment of the Legislature letters are pour- 
ing in on the State Auditor from all parts of 
the United States,asking for the allowance of 
war claims, which they suppose will come 
in under Senator Heard’s bill, having been 
audited by the §@Crafton commisfion in 1874. 
Section 52, article4of the Constitution ex- 
pressly prohibits the Legislature from ever 
paying any of these claims, and 
could an act be passed allowing the pay- 
ment of all outstanding claims, it would 
bankrupt the State in less than one year.

Gresham and Browne.

WASHINGTON, April 20.—“Are you gun- 
ning for a Postmaster-General?’”’ asked your 
correspondent of Congressman Browne, of 
Indiana, on Pennsylvania avenue yesterday. 
Mr. Browne has just come from home, his 
face browned with the spring winds and suns 
of Indiana and his hands in his pockets as 
usual. Tle has a peculiar habit of putting 
‘his hands in his pockets. Some people sup- 
pose that Congressmen’s peculiarities are in 
putting their bands in other people’s pock- 
ets, but Browne has never been personally ac- 
cused of this. When he prepares himself in the 
House tu say anything that possibly may be 
considered a little cutting in its way, he 
puts his hands deep down in his pockets, 
leans well back, and emphazizes his re- 
marks by speaking very slowly and enunci- 
ating every word with the greatest distinct- 
ness, as much as to say, ‘I mean this, every 
word of it, and am willing to back itup, too, 
and don’t you forget it.” So when your cor- 
respondent saw his hands go aeep down 
into his pockets he knew the “bottom 
facts,” were coming about that little un- 
pleasantness between Browne and Gresham. 

“No,” he said, witha little laugh,” I’ve 
no occasion to be at all anxious about Post- 
master-Generals, Our State is very well

Speaking of Browne's peculiar habit of 
putting his hands in his pockets when he 
speaks in the House, calls to mind some 
other peculiarities of members. Reagan, for 
instance, the ex-Postmaster-General of the 
Confederacy, usually wants something to 
busy his hands while his head is at work. 
As he sits he usually busies them 
by tearing paper into lit- 
tle squares and scattering it upon 
the floor nntil the spot where he sits looks 
as though a Minnesota snow storm had 
struck it. When he talks he likes to havea 
string in his hands and employ them in pull- 
ing and twisting and jerking it about. If 
he hasn't this his spectacles generally come 
into play, and are turned and twisted and 


shoved about unt! their existence is seriously |: 


endangered. Ilewitt, of New York, twists 
himself into the most ludicrous attitudes, 
usually coiling one leg round the other as he 
stands while speaking. He is very excitable 
and can put himself into more attitudes to 
the minute than almost any men- 
ber. His voice is 
and he can seldom g 
or make himself heard any considerable dis- 
tance from his seat. Atkins usuallily holds 
gold-bowed spectacles in the hand with 
which he gesticulates, but is not a bit proud. 
Belford, whose hair is very red and his face 
even redder than his hair, has a very weak 
voice, and almost always characterizes his 
speeches by getting very madif he is not 
given all the time hg wants or is not recog- 
pised as promptly a8 he thinks he ought to 
Blackburn seldom speaks from behind 
his desk; he likes to get out in the aisle, 
where he has plenty of room, and as his 
speeches are seldom written, he does not 
need to confine himself to his seat.

His hands hang perfectly limp 
at the wrist, and at the end of nearly every 
sentence he raises the right One to a level 
with the lower portion of the arm and lets it 
drop again, The effect is very peculiar, and

The case for the defense then opened. 
Kelley's counsel announced they would pro- 
duce witnesses to prove an alibi for the pris- 
oner. Kelley’s brother was their first wit- 
pess. He testified in support of the claim of 
alibi that he was in the company of the pris- 
oner the 6th of May. On cross-examination 
his evidence conflicted with that 
riven by an employer of the_ prisoner. 
Che defense called four friends of Kelley, all 
of whom swore the prisoner was in their 
company at the time Cavendish and Burke 
were assassinated. One of the witnesses 
cailed by the defense to prove an alibi, testi- 
fied he went to Phoenix Park with Kelley 
Sunday, May 7, and that both made an ex- 
amination of the blood stains on the ground. 
The submission of evidence having been con- 
cluded McInenery made the closing argu- 
ment in the defense of Kelley. The judge 
then delivered his charge and the jury at 
5:45 o'clock retired.

A MYSTERY SOLVED. 


The Body of Maggie Henneke Dis- 
covered in the River. 


MILWAUKEE, April 20.—The Maggie Hen- 
neke mystery was solved this morning by 
the discovery of her body jn the river near 
Jones’ Island, only ashort distance from 
where herhat was found a few days after 
her disappearance. The body was first seen 
by Capt. Williams, of the tug Bues, and 
when discovered was near the midale of the 
river, floating on the surface. It was towed 


to shore and the authorities notified of the 
arrival of the wagon at the station. Super- 
intendent Whitehead and Chief Wasoen 
viewed the remains, and they 
were without trouble identitied as 
those of Maggie. The gold ne®klace was in 
place, the little nut basket suspended at her 
neck was still there. and a gold band ring 
with the initials “M. H.” engraved on it. 
The body was swollen by water and the fea- 
tures almost unrecognizable. The eves were 
wide open and protruded from the head, giv- 
ing che face a horrible expression. At the 
morgue the remains were placed on a marble 
slab and under instructions of the officers of 
the Humane Society were prepared for bur- 
ial. ‘They will probably be removed to the 
home of Mrs. Henneke, on Hanover 
street, this afternoon. The mother 
was also immediately notified of 
the acl | of her child. -Mr. Henneke, 
unfortunately, left for Whitewater, Wis., at 
7 & m. and the discovery was made at 7:30. 
Maggie Henneke disappeared October 24, 
i882. The theory is that her body was 
caught by a projecting pile of the wharf and 
held down. 

Maggie was about twelve years of age. 
Opinions are divided between the theory of 
suicide and accidental drowning.

The Mayor's Slate Has Killed the 
Filley Party. 
Equally Disgusted are- the Silk Stockings=- 
The Hoodilums Mad as Hornets—The Re- 
publican Squabble. 


The trouble in the Republican ranks over 
the Mayor's slate and Filley’s abandonment 
of his former allies has not abated. The 
men who stood by the “‘boss” are not much 
given to squealing, and attempts to get state- 
ments from them are not at all successful.

A man who claims tiat he was present 
sttaes that the conversation between Ponl- 
man and Ewing waxed so warm that the 
Mayor began to. suggest that Pohlman

The conundrum is as to whers 
Ford Smith’s iutluence comes frum. 
The story, which has been veri. 
fied in all its details, is as _ follows: 
The Philadelphia Fire Insurance Company 
had a claim of $763 06 against C. E. Ross, 
formerly ar: sident of this city. The claim 
was placed in the hands of Ford Smith for 
coilection. On this Mr. Ross paid 8300 on 
January 3, 1877, and wisely demanded and 
kept Smith’s receipt for the. amount, as the 
sequel will show. Smith did not report nor 
pay over this amount to the company, 
ut wrote to them repeatedly that Ross would 
not do anything. Matters ran on in this way 
until November, 1878, when the company 
learned that Ross had paid Smith the money, 
and they telegraphed him to that effect. The 
way the discovery was made was as follows: 
When Mr. Ross was making a set- 
tlement his attorney was toll 
that he still owed the company $0, 
and proceedings were threatened agatnst 
him. His attorney told Russ, who was con- 
tident that he had paid the $300, 

“Can you prove it”” said the lawyer. 

“Yes,” said he. ‘‘Let me think alittle. [ 
paid that $300 by acheck, and, if I’m not 
mistaken, I’ve got the check aud the reeeips 
among my papers,”’ 

“Hunt them up as quickly as you Can,” 

was the lawyer's advice, “because the 
company seems serious in its intention to 
proceed against you.’ = 
Mr. Ross did so, The first thing he struck 
was the receipt for the $300, dated Japuary 
5, 1877, stating that “Check No. 9, etc.,”’ had 
been received in payment of the clatin and 
signed *‘Ford Smith” in a nice big rouhd 
hand. # 
Further search was made among the pa- 
pers. The next thing discovered was the 
check which Mr. Ross had taken up and 
which was marked “paid” across the face. 
On the back was endorsed the name of thie 
company, and underit the name of Ford 
Smith, both in Mr. Smith’s handwriting. In- 
quiry at the bank showed that Smith had 
collected the money soon after the check 
was drawn. 
When the Philadelphia Fire Insurance 
Company learned these facts they immedi 
ately telegraphed Ford Smith, as previously 
stated, in November, 1878, almost two years 
after he had drawn the money on the Fe tose 
For answer, Smith wrote to the company, 
on November 11, 1878, a two-page letter, in 
which he denied over and over again that 
Ross had ever pard him 4 
cent in any form whatever, 
and he brazenly offered to pay the who. 
claim with interest and cost of collection, 
if Ross could prove that he had ever pau 
him $300, or any eum whatever, Thereup > 
the company putthe matterinthe hands 
of a well-known St. Louis attorney, whe lost 
no time in sending for Smith. ihe latter 
was inclined to laugh at the 
matter, until the attorney very 
—_ opened a drawer and exhibited 
the receipt signed “Ford Smith,”’ the check, 
and all evidence complete. Then Smith 
wilted. He confessed the fraud and begued 
for time, saying he would pay. ‘T: e attoriucy 
mentioned helped him to collect some pension 
money then due him, and out of this, Ford 
Smith, Mr. Ewing’s nominee for Assistant 
City Counsellor, paid over the S&"), 
together with $39 additional for interest. 
The payment was made on April 2, 1879. The 
facts have been known to several attorneys 
for years. Smith cannotand will not dare 
deny them. He could have been disbarred 
as the result of the littie business, but out 
of consideration for his family, and at his 
own earnest entreaty, he was spared. 
The letters and all the papera can be pro- 
duced, and they make a criminal case against 
Smith that would be serious in its outcome 
if pressed. Now, nobody will claim, under 
the circumstances, that Smith ought ever to 
be appointed, and his confirmation by the 
Council would bring;,down upon that body 
the scorn of every honest man. 

A letter was written to the Mayor before 
the slate went in, stating the case, but no an 
swer was received. As Smith’s name was 
sent in, itis presumed that Mr. Ewing did 
not get the letter. The facts have been 
set before the Committee on Ways and 
Means, which body now has Smith’s appoint- 
ment under consideration by some 
citizens who are in favor of 
honest officials and honest government. 
What the committee’s action will be, it is 
easy to guess. It is stated, however, thai 
Mayor Ewing will withdraw Smith’s name 
and will substitute that of somebody eise.

NEW ENGLAND CULTURE. 

The aboriginal home and origin of the 
Texas cowboy is a secret which has long 
puzzled the ethnologist. ‘The census report, 
which gives in tabular form the birth-place 
and migrations of the inhabitants of the 
Western States, does not descend to such 
specific details as would throw any light on 
the genesis of the cowboy. All that is 
known about him is that he is not indigen- 
ous to Texas, and in the absehce of more 
accurate information all speculatiog® as _ to 
the manner of his appearance on the 
seene of his triumphs and exploits 
have been as visionary as the speculations 
on the origin of the Aztecs or the fate of the 
lost tribes of Israel. 

But the police records of the saintly old 
town of Norwich, Connecticut, have sudden- 
ly revealed to us an important mass of facts 
tending to show that the far-famed despera- 
does of the West are usually born in the land 
of steady habits and are trained and fitted 
for their careerin the shadow of the New 
England meeting-house. This information 
comes as the result of the discovery by the 
police of Norwich of a bandits’ den inhab- 
ited by very youthful bandits and filled with 
plunder consisting of revolvers, laces, bran- 
dy, furs, cigars, bowie knives, dry goods and 
miscellaneous proceeds of the robberies in 
which a precocious band of the sons of the 
best citizens of Connecticut had been trying 
their prentice hands before faring westward 
to gain renown on the wider and more glori- 
ous fields of Texas. 

The appearance of the Sheriff at the bed- 
side of the gentle Captain of this youthful 
band paralyzed his faculties, and he meekly 
guided the minions of the law to the treasure 
caves where the Yankeeemulators of ‘Billy 
the Kid” were wont to revel. They were 
not unlettered pirates, and a weli-stocked 
library showed that the culture of New 
England had guided their development. 
Here amid files of the Pulice Gazette and 
other flash publications were the thrilling 
emanations of the best minds of the Fast. 
“Captain Kidd, the Bloody Bulldozer of 
Heligate,”’ reposed on the shelf beside “Pur- 
ple Bill; or, the Red River Canoe,’’ and 
“Old Single-Eye, the Indian Slayer;’ 
and on tbe person of the trusty Lieutenant 
was found an order on Ricnwarp K. 
Fox, the publisher of the Police Gazette, for 
additional supplies of mental pabulum. 

Of course a single New England cave Is 


supply of banaits which adds so much to the 
uncertainty of life in the far West. It is a 
fair inference that there must be more of 
them, and the protection of the West, de- 
mands that a thorough search should be 
made, The whole Thames River Valley is 
probably lhoneycombed with these caves, 
and the nooks and inlets of the sound offers 
a tempting refuge to amateur pirates. We 
do not feel safe about the Connecticut River 
Valley, and from recent developments 
at Yale College it would not greatly 
surprise us to find secret caves and 
dens in the very purlieus of that temple 
of learning. At any rate more efficient vigi- 
lance isdemanded. Ithas been rashly sup- 
posed that the Western bandit was largely a 
product of Missouri, but none of our bandits 
are missing; they are all accounted for. The 
Southwestern desperado is evidently a prod- 
uctof New England civilization, and if he 
is not stamped outin his vernacular stamp- 
ing ground, it will be the duty of Texas and 
Colorado and Arizona to apply the British 
legislation to Connecticut ‘‘suspects,’’ and to 
maintain on the Eastern border a strong po- 
lice force to protect them against the inva- 
sion of the products of New England culture.

BRITISH CHEEK. 

The appearance of a tin-can full of gun-

A Talk With the Great German 
Tragedian.

—— 


He Is Disappointed at the Result of His 
American Tour—His Estimate of American 


Actors. 


Ludwig Barnay, the great German trag- 
edian, was half-reclining on a sofa toying 
with a late breakfast tray in his room at the 
Lindell yesterday morning when a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter was ushered ‘into his 
presence; and just as the actor looked 
up to greet his visitor, his full face was 
turned toward him and a splendid oppor- 
tunity was offered to get a lasting first im- 
pression. That impression would be strong 


and almost startling to any one. Massive 
grandeur, or grand massiveness, are about the 
ierms that adequately express the appear- 
ance of the head an face in full 
view over the small table. His features are 
inobile and have a freedom and boldness of 
outline that indicate extraordinary 
strength of character and intellect. 
The inteliectuality of the face 
and features is a marked characteristic, and 
this combined with the reserved power pic- 
tured in every motion and expression makes 
a facial tout ensemble rarely surpassed. The 
elements of the face are strong chin and 
jaws, ample mouth, large nose, inclined to 
the Roman mould, and ~biack eyes 
that glow with suppressed passion when 
the owner isexcited. The head is large and 
a pniass of jet black, curly hair with a ten- 
dency to stand onend frames the whole;a 
powerful neck and finely proportioned phy- 
sique of larger than medium size supports 
this jion-like head. The whole appearance 
is that of an actor and a genius. 

MR. BARNAY 

greeted the reporter very pleasantly and re- 
marked, “You must excuss my coytinuing 
breakfast, as [am late to-day. This is my 
Lear day and I never go out on the days Il 
have te play Lear,” and the actor, with a 
free motion of his arms, brought his clasped 
hands to his breast and dropped his head oa 
them, and for a moment an expression of in- 
tense preoccupation passed over his face. 
The gesture was unconscious, but it 
seemed so natural to — the mad 
king that the reporter, without think- 
ing, waited for the suitable utterance. 
The actor speaks English with difficulty, but 
what he lacks in verbal expression Is compen- 
sated for by his facial expressions, which rap- 
idly and accurately mirror his thoughts. | 

In reply to the question of how he liked 
America, Mr. Barnay shrugged his shoulders 
and replied that in some ways he was de- 
lighted and in others disgusted. His tmp out- 
side of New York had not been so successful 
ashe anticipated. “Il have lost money in 
America. fou see it isnot pleasant to 
hear a play in a foreign tongue, and 
[ have made a great mistake in not 
having an English company, as Salvini has. 
I cannot say that I kuow American audiences 
as l have had none. You have no great cen- 
ter here suchas London and Paris are to 
England and France. We, in Germany, have 
thought New York the center, but I find it 
is notso. 1 thought if I made a great suc- 
cess in New York I would find it all over 
this country, but 1 find that I have 
to make my friends everywhere. ‘The tirst 
part of the week my audiences are very poor 
and on the last two nights there is not even 
standing room.” 

Mr, Barnay said he had received the most 
enthusiastic welcome, first from the press 
and next from his brother artists, who had 
done everythigg in their power to make his 
visit pleasant and profitable.

WASHINGTON, April 18.—The President is 
expected back in a few days, and with his 
return Will probably be chronicled the ar- 
rival of a number of Congressmen and their 
friends, whose thirst for office is not yet sat- 
jsfied. During all the weeks after the ad- 
journment the President got no rest, and 
his only escape from these, his persecutors, 
was flight into the Everglades of Florida. 
When he returns they will return, and the 
struggle will be kept up until he again takes 
flight for the West, when he may again es- 
cape for a few weeks. No time is yet fixed 
for his Western trip, nor is its course defi- 
nitely marked out, but there are indications 
now that he may go to the Pacific coast, and, 
returning, visit the Yellowstone Park and 
other points of interest in that section. The 
Yresidentis a good traveler. His long ex- 
perience as aman of the world has taught 
him how to get and enjoy the best of what- 
ever there is afloat, and his philosophical 
temperainent permits him to encounter the 
discomforts of travel with equanimity, This 
Western trip, should he undertake it, as now 
expected, will not be alone a matter of pbieas- 
ure. There will be an eye to business al!

It’s acold north-polish kind of a day when 
matters ain’t at a white heat in the secret 


service branch ofthe St. Louis Police De- 
partment, and this is not a frigid 
day by any means. A fortnight 


ago Chief of Detectives Watkins, against 
whom a sky-rising pyramid of piled-up 
charges and specifications, so to speak, was 
in the course of erection, was rejected into 
his former place as sergeant at the Chestnut 
Street Station, and the office of chief fly- 
copper left vacant. Col. Campbell took 
charge of matters and all went well until 
to-day, when it was announced that the 
wires were being laid to make Capt. A. J. 
Stjles Chief. 


This caused}a decided sensation in the 
office and this morning the ten coppers were 
jostling and buzzing about the Four Courts, 
each trying to findout all he could without 
letting anybody know the extent of his in- 


formation. Chief Campbell arrived and 
after looking over his memoranda 
for the day Foon dispersed 


the groups, and sent the coppers in pursuit 
vf the villains, 1t now appears that trouble 
will occur before the thatter is disposed of, 
The office of Chief of Detectives is one in- 
ferior to that of Chief of Police, and should 
be entirely under the control of. that officer. 
Such was not the case while Mr. Watkins 
ad the place. Through the assistance of 
Commissioner Kinkead he was enabled 
to act independent of Chief Campbell 
and,apparenily thought himself a codruinate 
officer. The result of this was continual 
trouble, as Watkins selected his pets in the 
detectives’ office and pursued many ques- 
tionable plans in managing the affairs with- 
out check. His official decapitation, how- 
ever, rendered any move to rectify these 
matters unnecessary. Since then Col Canip- 
belbhas had direct charge of the men 
and has completely harmonized matters 
during his short administration, playing no 
favorites but treating every man with jus- 
This morning a reporter asked Chief 
Campbell what truth there was iu t e rumor 
that A. J. Stiles was to be made Chief of 
Detectives. “I don’tknow anything about it 
more than what I have heard from the 
police reporters, If Lhadmy way about the 
matter lL would have the board allow ine to 
assign a sergeant to the position. There is 
no need of a Chief of Detectives, and when 
the buard nakes one they take it out of my 
power to remove him. I have asked the 
board for permission to put a sergeant in 
uere. There is no need for anybody else. 
Wuatis there todo but to assign the detec- 
tives to the work? lcan dv that,and what 
[I want is a good _ reliable man 
that 1 can send out to louk after them and 
see that tliey are doing the work and not 
frolicking about town. 1 would recommend an 
increase ol pay becalse a Man in such a po- 
sition Cau Very rareiy get to bed before 11 
or 12 u’clock at night, while a regular ser- 
geant has only tweive hours’ duty todo and 
then he is off until the next day,’

At headquarters Billy Williams 
is thoroughly conversant with the duties of 
the place, while among the detectives Hughey 
O’Neil or Pat. Lawler have the ability and 
experience to take charge. It is reported 
that Lawler stands favorably with two mem- 
bers of the board, and during the past six 
months has made a fine. record and good 
recommendation for himself.

One of 
the old members of the Council was rep. rted 
as having repented for his past wayward- 
ness and anxivus to advocate the cause of 
reform as a slight recompense. The new 
members made no secret of it that 
every city employe from the 
City ‘lreasurer to the street 
laborer would be compelled to seek other po- 
sitions as soon as the Council! met, to teach 
them not to work against honest oftice-seek- 
ers. ‘The horde of chronic office-seekers 
who attached themselves to the new Mayor 
and members, left no doubtof the intention 
of the reformers as soon as the power passed 
into their hands, and the large crowd attend- 
ing the first night’s meeting showed the in- 
terest taken in the probable movement. 
The newly-elected members qualified and 
adjourned. for ‘ one week to 
come thoroughly posted on parliamentary 
rules. Caucus after caueus was held nig t- 
ly me re the week, but for some cause the 
promised reformed did not attend. The night 
on which the great reform was to be inau- 
urated arrived and loug before the meeting 
our the Council chamber was packed with 
yetty politicians and office-seekers.
